Provoking a cat will certainly bring 
i gale, in Milor belief, and drown- 
ing one will suiely raise a tempest 
Fielding, in a voyage to Lisbon 
(1753), baj<-: "The kitten at lust re- 
coveied, to tho great joy of the good 
captain, but to the great disappoint- 
ment of '•oiue of the bailors, who as- 
<-ert<d that the drowning of a cat 
•«as the very surest way of raising a 
favorable wind." 
Flaws on the 


surface of the water are in sailor-lore 
"cat's-paws." There is a Hungarian 
proverb that a eat does not (lie in 
water, hence its paws disturb the 
surface. A larger flurry on the 
water is a "cat-skin." So it runs 
cats and tlo';s, and the stormy north- 
west wind in Borne parts of England 
ii tl.e "cat's nose.''

In fact, he was at the lime 
entertaining the barroom audience with 
the story of his exploits, and said that 
he bad shot Guiteau and ended the 
great trial. The police officer had al- 
ready heard along the road that Jones 
had stopped to boast of it to other-. 
The oflioer did not search Jones, or 
take away his pistol.

Ho made a 
feeble but momentary effort to release 
himself, but was instantly jcrku 1 down, 
then through the aisle J.iwn the stair 
way to the ground, and dragged to a 
tree a few MJH distant, and the rope 
was thrown over a limb and Kl Max- 
well left swinging betwheu earth and 
heaven. It appears that the lynching 
was preconcerted and arranged, and, if 
not participated in by the masses, re- 
crived their tacit consent. The widow 
of Charles Coleman and Henry Coleman 
and his wife were present and witnessed 
the rescuing of Maxwell from the cus- 
tody of the law. So rapid were the 
movements of the vigilantes that death 
from strangulation ensued before they 
reached the tree.

ceivcd from the Washington asylum, 
which is situated near the district jail, 
states that Guiteau was struck by a 
shot fired into the van, but only slightly 
wounded. 


The driver of the prison van gives 


the following particulars of tho attempt 
to shoot Guiteiu. The facts are sub- 
stantially these: Upon tho adjournmeat 
of court the van started as usual for the 
jail, having one policeman as a guard, 
who sat on the seat with the driver. 
Before reaching the oapitol the guard 
noticed a yoang man on horseback tid- 
ing leisurely behind and close to the 
van. Seeing an armed policeman by 
the side of the driver, he exclaimed . 
"I've shot the 
," and putting 


spurs to his horse, dashed down East 
Capitol street in the direction of the 
Congressional cemetery. The police- 
man fired one shot at the fast disappear- 
ing horseman, and the driver of the van 
whipped his horses into a gallop, and 
kept in sight of him for saveral blocks. 
The would-be avenger was, howeyer, 
mounted on a blooded horse, and readi- 
ly escaped into the c rantry. He was 
described as a smooth-faced man, about 
25 years of age, and a dashing horse- 
man. He had on a dark brown suit. 
Tbe van then proceeded to the jail and 
Guiteau was taken out in a state of 
great excitement. 
He exclaimed : "I 


have been shot. Notify Major Brock 
at once. Tell him to arrest the scoun 
drel, and have him dealt with aa he de- 
serves." 
^ 


On cximioatinn, it was found the ball 


had just grazed Guiteau's left wrist, 
inflicting a mere scratch. The ball 
struck the opposite side of the van, and 
fell upor. the floor, where it was found 
on reaching the jail. 


The announcement of the attempt 


upon Guiteau'e life created intense ex- 
citement upon the streets, and all sorts 
of rumors were at once in circulation. 
The would-be killer was seen about the 
court house this afternoon, and attempt- 
ed to gain admission during the day, 
but failed. He was also seen to mount 
his horse soon after the van left, and to 
ride leisurely after it. It was rumored 
that he hailed from Illinois, but there 
seems to b; no foundation for the 
report. 


It was whispered in the crowd within 


the court house, just previous to ad- 
journment, that to day would be the 
last day of the trial. A remark wai 
also heard in the crowd that if one 
wanted to sec Guiteau, they had better 
do so to day. This would lead to the 
belief that more than one person was 
aware that the attempt would be made. 


ANOTHER ACCOUNT.

Arrived at Lowerton Lodge, 
the eastern gate tf the soldiers' home, 
he turned northeastwardly towards 15U- 
densburg, passing his own farm in the 
direction of a gin mill in the doubtful 
border country near the famous dueling- 
ground. This route, by the way that 
Bill Jones took, was fully six miles 
from the spot where be took lc?ve of 
the policeman with bin heavy-footed 
steed. At this rum shop the two 
mounted police, who had been sent 
eastward from Capitol hill along the 
Bladensbnrg pike, fouad the trail of the 
rollicking fugitive. They knew nothing 
of the experience of the other police- 
man, but they took pains not to lose 
their prisoner. They took his pistol 
from him. They tied his steed between 
their hones, and the fleet-footed brown 
nag, tired from a jaunt which could 
not have been much less than twelve 
mile,9, seemed pleased at not being 
forced to another race, for which it was 
not to have an opportunity. Tk« cfli 
ccrs took their prisoner to the nearest 
station, tho Seventh street pricinf, 
near the boundary, at the toot of How 
ard college hill. There he will be kept 
in custody until Monday.
